A Remarkable Life is Extinct and 
Betbel Mourns Her Irrepa¬ 
rable Loss, 

Hon. Enoch W. Woodbury, an 
experienced man of affairs, who 
as a state and county official, has 
discharged many important pub¬ 
lic trusts, passed away at his home 
, in Bethel, just as the sun was ris¬ 
ing Sunday morning. 

His sickness was of short dura¬ 
tion. Upon Monday night of last 
week, he attended the lecture de¬ 
livered by Rev. Rollin T. Hack of 
Portland, and upon Tuesday night, 
he occupied for the last time, that 
familiar place in the prayer meet¬ 
ing, which, to him, was one of the 
dearest places In the wide, wide 
world, and which, in the hearts of 
those whom he has constantly met 
there, and inspired to a higher and 
nobler living, will forever remain 


Bethel later and formed a partner¬ 
ship with Hon. R. A. Chapman 
and in 1875,bonght Mr. Chapman’s 
interest and took into partnership 
his son-in-law, Mr. J. U. Purington 
who now carries on the business, 
Mr. Woodbury having retired from 
active business about three ’ years 
ago. 

Mr. Woodbury has many times 
been honored by public office; 
he has represented his town 
in both- the State Senate 
and House - of Representa¬ 
tives^ he has been Judge of Pro-’ 
bate, Superintendent of the State 
Reform School and was a trustee! 
of the State Insane Asylum from I 
1874 to 1S79; even at the advanced 
age of seventy-five he was ap¬ 
pointed on the State ’Valuation 
Commission, and the same- ear¬ 
nestness, common sense and sound 
judgment were displayed in his 
public life as in his personal 
affairs. 

He was a Republican and a parti¬ 
san, but a partisan in its better 
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vacant. He was about town, as 
well as usual until Friday, when he 
complained of having a sore throat 
which was accompanied by a very 
marked hoarseness, and, though in 
the forenoon nothing serious was 
feared, yet later on in the day it 
developed very rapidly and Friday 
night found him in a very critical 
condition. His throat filled up so 
that It was Impossible for hi m to 
speak aloud during the night, but 
Saturday morning he was feeling 
better and insisted upon getting 
up, which he did, and going to the 
adjoining room, took his diary and 
recorded the Incidents of the last 
three days; he soon began to 
hoarse np again, and taking his 
bed, he battled with death all day 
Saturday and -Saturday night un¬ 
til toward morning, when be be¬ 
gan to breathe easier, and just at 
the dawning of that beautiful Sab¬ 
bath day, the doorwas opened, and 
silently and peacefully that soul, 
as pure as the breezes of the morn¬ 
ing, and as radiant as the rising 
sun,passed through,and beyond the 
starry cope of heaven,’ experienced 
the dawning of thatglorious life for 
which he had so long and patient¬ 
ly Waited. 

Hon. Enoch Woodbury was born 
in Sweden, Maine, Jan. 8, 1813, 
the youngest son of Andrew and 
Sallie Woodbury, and comes of an 
old New England family, tracing 
his descent from William ai d 
Elizabeth Woodbury, who left 
England in 1628 and located in 
Salem, Mass. 

His father was born in Beverly, 
Mass-, Mar. 18,1776. In 1796, he 
moved with his parents to Bridg¬ 
ton, Me , and four years later he 
settled in the town of Sweden, 
where he built the first frame 
house in the place, and was one of 
the leading farmers. He died at 
the age of 82. His- wife, Sallie 
Stevens, was born in Andover, 
Mas-*., in 1778. She was a daugh¬ 
ter of James Stevens, a large land 
holder, who owned the ground uu 
which the village of Center Bridg¬ 
ton, Me., now stands. She died in 
Sweden, Me., in, 1860. 

Enoch W. Woodbury attended 
the common schools of Sweden, 
Bridgton Academy and 1 Lovell 
High School. The latter being 
three 1111168 from home, he Was 
obliged to walk that distance 
twice each day; his health not 
being good he found it necessary 
to conclude his school life before 
his course was completed and seek 
out-door exercise: his education, 
however, did not end with the 
ending of his school days, but a 
portion of each day throughout 
his whole life as far in as possible,- 
was devoted to study and we have 
heard Mm remark that he counted 
that day lost in which ho had 
gained no new idea. At the age 
of twenty-three he began his mer¬ 
cantile life by .opening a general 
store in Sweden. He came to 


sense. He was fair and honorable 
toward his opponent and never 
stooped to tricks in politics. He 
believed with all his heart, thathis 
party principles were true, and no 
one ever questioned his honesty 
and sincerity, however much they 
may have disagreed with him. 
He was not blinded by the narrow 
horizon of party,—he was too pa¬ 
triotic for that—but he fully believ" 
ed that upon the triumph of the 
Republican party, depended the 
prosperity of the nation, and ac¬ 
cepting this conclusion, he follow¬ 
ed it to the eud. 

He married July 2, 1840, Miss 
Sallie Kimball of Bridgton, who 
died nine years ago from the 
effects of a paralytic shock. Five 
children blessed this union; Web¬ 
ster, a clergyman at Milford, 
Mass.; Franceta A., the wife of 
J. XT. Purington of Bethel, with 
whom he has made his home of 
late years; Emma O., wife of 
Francis Chandler of Bethel; Wes¬ 
ley K., a successful lawyer of 
Pottsville, Pa., and a child who 
died in infancy. 

In the death of this townsman, 
Bethel has lost one of whom she 
has justly been proud, and it is 
not Bethel alone that was proud 
of this staunch New Englander, 
nor is lb Bethel alone that deeply 
mourns his death. He was a man 
that was widely known, and as 
widely resppeted and honored. 

! Quiet and unassuming, but always 
fearless in expressing his ideas at 
the proper time and place, he had 
endeared himself to the people 
of his beloved State. 

Not often is such a type of man¬ 
hood found; from his boyhood life, 
through the years of young man¬ 
hood when ardently pursuing his 
studies, through years of mercan¬ 
tile life, through his public life, 
his unselfish, pure manhood has 
been recognized by all, and the 
loss of this man is felt to-day, not 
only by near friends, but by the 
community at large. Active in 
every enterprise for the upbuilding 
of Bethel, he encouraged in every 
possible way, the development 
of Its business interests. He 
had a marked affinity for good and 
was never happier than when ex¬ 
erting his energies for the beaefit 
of his fellow men, while many 
a needy one can tell of the 
heartfelt sympathy and help that 
have been extended by the gener¬ 
ous hand of this ideal citizen. 

His home life was truly an ex¬ 
emplary one; to him the home was 
the foundation of the town, the 
State, and the nation. Here he 
was the same Ideal man that we 
• find him in all his walks in life. 
Home was a dear place to him; 
dear to him because he always tri¬ 
ed to make it as near like that eter¬ 
nal home, to which he was jour¬ 
neying, as It was possible for Mm

REMINISCENCES. 

That was not the children’s age. 
Thfe ideas of Froebel and Horace 
Mann had hardly reached our 
coast villages. Never had a paper 
bean written or read on “Children 
as Educators,” though the philo¬ 
sophic mind may have had oeca- 
siohal conception of them as means I 
of discipline. It ’was the popular 
idea that they should he treated 
much as the trundle-beds were In. 
the daytime. We were never par¬ 
ticularly wounded by the admoni¬ 
tion, “Children should be seen and 
not heard,” which sounded so often 
on infant ears, because we were 
kept in a frame of mind that re¬ 
garded it an Immense boon to he 
seen at all. Children were com¬ 
monly spoken of as “Little Pitch¬ 
ers. 1 ” Never shall I forget my in¬ 
dignation when I first comprehend¬ 
ed the force of the epithet, as ap¬ 
plied to myself. She was a nurse, 
caring for my sick mother; a thin, 
pale faced woman, with a narrow 
slit for a mouth and steely blue 
eyes. She wore a drab calico dress, 
to match her hair, which was 
twisted into a little hard knob be¬ 
hind. I hated nurses for years af¬ 
terward. 

Vanity was repressed and virtue 
stimulated by “Handsome is that 
handsome does.” There was a 
twisting of the maxim which made 
it more personal and contained an 
insidious suggestion of approval, 
as much, as’was considered whole¬ 
some, “If you behave as well as 
you look, you will do very well.” 
My father always pronounced that 
eueonium upon me, when I was ar- 
rayed for any small festivity. I 
was conscious of being a very plain 
cMld, but with a fortunate sense of 
humor, that helped me over many 
hard places. And I never heard 
Mm say it, that I did not think,balf- 
quizzicaily, half-mournfully, that 
that was letting me oft pretty eas¬ 
ily as to manners and morals. 

We were constantly admonished 
not to make trouble. Sometimes, 
in our anxiety, we overdid the bus¬ 
iness. I went once with another 
little girl down to Aunt Mary 
Ben’s,—Aunt Mary Ben in distinct¬ 
ion from Aunt Mary John,—for 
some“skim milk.’ She was a very 
polite little girl. My mother often 
said she wished I conid be just like 
her. When she saw the old lady 
start for the skimmer, she said, 
“Oh, don’t, Aunt Mary, bother to 
skim the milk. I know mamma 
would just as lief have the cream.” 
I had more worldly wisdom—we 
made butter—if not such polished 
manners, and 1 knew refinement 
had gone too far that time. 

We had our pleasures. Every 
summer, sometimes two or three 
times a summer, a retired sea cap¬ 
tain would charter some schooner 
that happened to be in the harbor, 
and give a general invitation for a 
day’s sail. It was a very democrat¬ 
ic community. Why not? Every¬ 
body had descended straight from 
his own father aud mother, possi¬ 
bly from his own grandfather and 
grandmother, who had lived God¬ 
fearing, self-respecting iiveB on 
the shores of that little bay. There 
was never any mixture in the pop¬ 
ulation before the great granite 
quarries were opened. Two new 
families moved in when I was a 
child, both shoemakers. That 
seemed to be the only class with 
migratory tendencies, in that re¬ 
gion. I thought the new comers 
very interesting and tried to culti¬ 
vate their acquaintance. I confess 
to having had a taste for novelty. 

l.never again expect to experi¬ 
ence anything so delightful as 
those cruises. We used to go 
through “The Narrows,” away out 
into ihe “big hay” and land usual¬ 
ly on Long Island to have dinner. 
We had to be set ashore in small 
boats. That was wildly exciting. 
There was a deep sense of respon¬ 
sibility, if one’s father were at the 
helm. The old sea-dogs used to 
chaff each other about the manage¬ 
ment; of the craft, and I never felt 
comfortably sure how much of it 
was fun. I knew the liability to 
sudden squalls.- Once ‘she’ careen¬ 
ed so shockingly that picnic bas- 
kets'all rolled down to the star¬ 
board side, and water broke in ov¬ 
er tho rail upon them, and Mrs. 

B- declared she wished she 

“never had left the washtub.” Of 

course, in her fright, Mrs. B- 

was a little mixed. No woman in 
good and regular standing ever 
washed on any day but Monday, 
and in an orthodox community, no 
pleasure excursion was ever plan¬ 
ned for a day set apart to those sa¬ 
cred rites. But I did not stop to ana¬ 
lyze, and her wild lament sent ter¬ 
ror to my soul. My father- had 
charge that day. Then the “little 
bay” was full of rocks and shoals. 
That is a deceitful little bay, just 
like some people, all fair and smil¬ 
ing, and planning to trip yon up 
or run you aground at any minute. 
There was great danger, unless 
you kept-a steady head; of run¬ 


ning, in local parlance, “Right slap 
bang onto the Triangles.” Many 
an expedition has come to grief on 
the Triangles or the Half Tide 
Ledge. I saw a Harvard professor 
run his yacht onto the Half Tide 
Ledge, two summers ago, and 
Richard Mansfield, the actor, put 
off from his cottage on the Point 
to help him. Sorry work the 
great men made of it too, till some 
of the villagers, who always know 
what is going on down in the bay, 
came to the rescue. 

it was likely to be rough outside 
Or you might be “becalmed.” Al¬ 
together, in one way and another, 
there was always spice of adven¬ 
ture to season the day. We usual¬ 
ly had a few summer visitors with 
us who gave an air of elegance to 
the occasion. Reverence for sum¬ 
mer hoarders was one of the 
strongest instincts of country chil¬ 
dren then. .1 shall never quite out¬ 
grow it. I always manoeuvred to 
get seated near one of them on 
these trips. 

Then there were clambakes. 
There was a quieter charm about 
those. W e drove or rowed in small 
boats to “The Point.” It was great 
sport to see the clams taken out of 
the bed of smoking seaweed in the 
great ovens. Nothing ever tasted 
so good as those clams. It is a 
melancholy thing to live seventy 
miles from a clam flat or a lobster 
pot! 

We used to be invited to tea at 
houses where there were no chil¬ 
dren; That was an especial honor. 
Grown up daughters of the house 
played games with us. They were 
such beautiful young ladies, so 
handsome, with such sweet man¬ 
ners and pretty gowns. I have nev¬ 
er seen such lovely creatures since. 
But I presume little Bethel girls 
see them every day. And the soft 
voiced mothers! What / gentle¬ 
women they were! I do not re- 
merffber that they ever spoke of 
manners. I do not believe that 

I 

they knew, though everybody else 
did, that theirs were fine. But ev¬ 
ery one of us susceptible little 
creatures felt the gracious influ¬ 
ence of look, and word, and tone, 
and tried, though no doubt with 
short-lived fervor, to be just like 
them. Sweet, sane souls! How 
unconsciously their work was 
done. I wonder if we, in this rest¬ 
less, aspiring age, alre accomplish¬ 
ing any more. 

The long steep hills leading into 
the village, afforded fine coasting. 
Sometimes slides a mile long and 
ending,if one were skillful in steer¬ 
ing, away out on the frozen bay. 
But my mother would make me 
take off my hoops when I went 
sliding. That was ignominy, to 
appear before the public gaze with¬ 
out a hoopskirt. 

As I have said, we were all am¬ 
phibious. The boys could dive and 
swim, and manage a boat, almost 
as soon as they could walk. And 
the girls were not far behind in 
nautical accomplishments. All, 
with what seems now, miraculous 
safety. Sometimes, terrible things 
happened. One dear, bright-faced 
little fellow, who turned upon us 
with the sweetest smile, as he went 
out of the school room door that 
night, (I can see him yet), was 
found, face downward, in the sand, 
by the wharf, when the tide went 
down next morning. He was an 
only son. His father was at sea. 
His mother must bear it alone.. 
Those are the sombre shadows in a 
sea-fariug life. The lonely heart 
aches on shore and sea. The dan¬ 
gers, each must face, the brave 
man who sails, the brave woman 
who stays; the dangers that each 
must forever fear. Children are 
born, children die, on dajs when 
the log book shows only the 
reckoning of a distant latitude and 
longitude. 

“1 will never leave her again,” 
exclaimed a young mother, as she 
felt the stroke of the tiny hands, 
for whose touch her heart had 
cried out all the long voyage. “You 
never shall; I will not ask it.” the 
husband said, and sailed away 
alone. In four days the little one 
sickened and died. The poor moth¬ 
er. must bear all the heartbreak, 
the remorse, alone; must face the 
father when he returned, hot-head¬ 
ed, passionate, loving man that he 
was, to arraign the doctors who let 
his child die. Those old time cap¬ 
tains were autocrats on shipboard, 
where the least hesitation in the 
cheery “Aye, aye, Sir,” might mean 
mutiny and a show Of SuDenness 
would, sometimes put a man in 
irons. They did not roll about on 
sea legs ashore very long-without 
discovering- that the discipline 
maintained at sea, could not be 
kept up on dry land. But as long as 
they lived, they occasionally tried

A Copy of the Cigarette Law, passed 
by the Maine State Legisla¬ 
ture, in 1897. 

chapter 333. 

AN ACT to prohibit the manufact¬ 
ure of cigarettes, and the sale 

thereof to minors. 

Sect. 1. Whoever, by himself, 
his clerk, servant or agent, direct¬ 
ly or indirectly, manufactures for 
sale, direct or indirectly sells, offers 
for sale, has in his possession with 
Intent to sell, or gives away to any 
person under the age of twenty-one 
years, any cigarette, shall be pun¬ 
ished by fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars, or imprisonment not ex¬ 
ceeding sixty days. 

Sect. 2. Trial justices and mu¬ 
nicipal and police courts shall have 
jurisdiction of offenses described in 
the preceding section. 

"Sect. 3. This act shall take ef¬ 
fect May one, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-seven.

A PERSISTENT AILMENT. 

Stomach Trouble In Children and Its 
Cause. 

In children.the intestinal canal is rel¬ 
atively of greater length than in adults, 
while its muscular tissue is proportion¬ 
ately less. For this and other reasons 
an unsuitable diet quickly causes irreg¬ 
ularities of the bowels in children. 

It is safe to say that whenever chil¬ 
dren suffer from constipation the food 
which they receive is ill-suited to their 
stomachs if not actually harmful to 
them. 

Infants who are brought up artificial¬ 
ly, on cows’ milk, are peculiarly subject 
to constipation. The milk is often 
found to curd in lumpy flakes, which 
pass through the intestines undigested. 
In such cases the milk should be given in 
a more diluted form, with perhaps the 
addition of a little lime water. 

Cream' and butter are to he recom¬ 
mended on porridge and commeal. Oat¬ 
meal gruels should form part of the 
dietary of older children, who Should 
also be encouraged to drinlc as much 
water as they crave. 

When constipation is found to beper- 
si stent, the child’s diet should be reg¬ 
ulated with a, view to counteracting it. 
For children of three years and older, 
bread made of unbolted flour, bread 
and molasses—not sirup, stewed prunes, 
orange juice, honey and bread, olive oil 
and olives, codliver oil, peaches, fresh 
vegetables, baked apples and ginger- 
mead should be occasionally parts of the 
bill of fare. 

A judicious administration of this 
class of foods will avoid all necessity for 
castor oil, rhubarb and other household 
remedies, which are often given to a 
harmful extent with out the family doc¬ 
tor’s orders or knowledge. 

Abdominal massage is auseful method 
of overcoming attacks of constipation 
in infants. It should he performed 
three or four times a day, very gently 
and with a warm hand. The best time 
for it is while the infant is feeding, 
when the abdominal wall is soft and re¬ 
laxed. 

A little dry salt, followed by a glass of 
water, is often relished by a child, and 
is beneficial in cases of constipation. 

A sufficiency of fresh air and regular 
exercise, when combined with a proper 
dietary, will rarely fail to avert the 
threatening evil of chronic constipation.

Then, whirling himself on top of 
the plank, he grasped Mosely by 
the collar of the coat and held him 
firmly until the other men arrived 
and helped lift the rigid body on 
the plank. The rescuers then 
drew the plank, with the swooning 
Mosely on it, to the nearest scuttle 
and lifted and pulled him up the 
ladder. He was more dead than 
live, with rigid muscles, set face, 
and protruding tongue and eyes. 
It was more than an hour, after 
being carried into the watchman’s 
house, before the poor man recover¬ 
ed his senses or realized where he 
was. But when he did fully come 
to himself he called for Batty, and 
with tears in his eyes, thanked 
the lad and begged his,forgiveness. 
“You saved my life, Bartyl” he 
cried. “You did good for evil. 
May God bless your kind,^forgiv¬ 
ing heart.

MOUTH BREATHING. 

A Device to Overcome Tills Common 
and Unhealthy Habit. 

Physicians say that people affected 
with diseases of the air passages do not 
generally breathe through the nose 
when asleep. In most cases a discontin¬ 
uation of nasal respiration is an enforc¬ 
ed alternative, there being present some 
form of obstruction. It may be fine to a 
habit of breathing resulting from some 
former temporary encroachment on the 
air passages of the nose and pharynx. 
On the other hand, snob obstructions 
often appear as the results of the non¬ 
use of the nose in respiration. 

The accompanying illustration shows 
a bridle which, from successful experi¬ 
ence, is offered as a corrective of the 
above mentioned injurious habit. This 
device is made of fonr strips of cotton 
webbing, one inch wide, and commer¬ 
cially known as “stay binding.” It has 
but one fastening, which may be a but¬ 
ton, a safety pin, a buckle or a knot. 
The bridle should be adjusted to- the 
head of the patient by the use of -pins, 
then removed and stitched as soon as 
fitted. The fit should be sufficiently 
loose for comfort. After a few nights’ 
use it may be tightened if necessary. 

The primary result of the nse of this 
contrivance is a noticeable change in 
the cleanliness of themonthon awaken¬ 
ing. This is largely due to the absence 
of the products of micro organisms in 
the saliva. When lodged in-the secre-

tions of the sleeper’s open mouth they 
find favorable conditions for speedy 
propagation. In high, dry altitudes the 
results are less marked, because of the 
freedom of such atmospheres from all 
forms of bacteria. 

In nasal catarrh—provided there is no 
sinus complication—a perceptible de¬ 
crease of the secretion will speedily fol¬ 
low the nse of the bridle. 

Catarrh of the middle ear is of fre¬ 
quent occnrrence in month breathers, 
and in many instances may be per¬ 
manently relieved by the use of the 
bridle in connection with the customary 
treatment. Morbid conditions of the 
pharynx and larnyx are always benefit¬ 
ed by a resumption of nasal respiration. 
All such obstructions as enchondroses, 
polypi, deviating septa, exostoses, etc., 
claim the attention of the surgeon, and 
after his work with the knife the or¬ 
dinary nasal detergents should be used 
for a few days prior to the wearing of 
the bridie. 

A mild carbolized solution of qncajne 
Injected with an atomizer into the nasal 
cavities before retiring will increase 
their caliber and may be used with good 
effect by the patient while becoming 
used to the bridle. 

Crossing: the English Channel. 

It would appear that the latest plan 
for crossing the English channel is, in 
fact, the amplification on a vast scale of 
the well known little platform which 
is used to convey passengers between 
St. Malo and St. Servan, investigation 
having shown the practicability, the fa¬ 
cility of execution and the relative econ¬ 
omy of that method of transit by rail 
between France and England. The pres¬ 
ent scheme is declared to have the ad¬ 
vantage over its predecessors of being 
very simple and of possessing absolute 
safety both during its execution and in 
its working. No obstacle to navigation 
would be created by it. The work could 
be completed in five years and at a total 
cost of some $70,000,000, or one-third 
the cost of a bridge, above the water. It 
is calculated that three rolling plat¬ 
forms, working simultaneously and on¬ 
ly during the day, would suffice for a 
traffic of 8 , 000,000 tons of merchandise 
and 2 , 000,000 passengers, which would 
produce an annual income, net, of $ 10 ,- 
000,000. Considering, too, the facility 
of methods for brilliant illumination of 
the platforms by means of electricity, 
it is believed that travel at night would 
be both practicable and convenient.— 
New York Sun. 

Aluminium Copper Coated. 

A very - important extension in the 
applicability of aluminium has been at¬ 
tained by the discovery that a very thin 
coating of copper, which does not add 
appreciably to the weight of the alu¬ 
minium enables it to be bent and folded, 
soldered, tinned or nickeled without 
any oraoking or other disddvantage, 
Both wire and plate in coppered alumin¬ 
ium have been successfully produced, 
and the new combination cannot fail to 
become widely used". 

Perchoid. 

A newly announced substitute for 
rubber, named peroboid, the invention 
of Dr. Napier Ford, is described as an 
oil which has been heated with litharge, 
• stirred, long and continuously and - then 
allowed to cool. Specially prepared tow 
is then dipped into it and placed in 
wire baskets subjected to air. The oil 
admitted to the filaments of the tow 
thus becomes wholly oxidized. This is 
drawn through rollers and comes out a 
leathery material. 

How'to Keep Vegetables. 

Cauliflower may be kept for some 
time if the roots are planted in a cold 
frame or in moist soil in a light cellar. 
In the market garden the way generally 
practiced for burying each vegetables 
as beets, carrots, turnips and potatoes 
in trenches is to dig a pit three to fonr 
teet deep and about six feet wide and of 
the length required. The vegetables are 
paoked in sections three to six feet long 
in the pit and to the level of the 
ground, leaving a spaoe of three feet or 
more between sections to be filled with 
earth, ‘-he advantage of the sections is 
that a few bushels may be taken oat 
without exposing the rest. In covering 
the pits the top should be rounaed so 
the water will run off. If the onions 
have been well dried, they are best kept 
in winter by putting them on slatted 
shelves in a dry, cool oellar. They will 
keep better if the temperature is only a 
little above freezing, says W. H. Jen¬ 
kins in The National Stockman and 
Farmer.

MULCHING STRAWBERRIES. 

One Way of Doing It With Forest 
I.vave*—Other Good Materials, 

In quite a long experience in berry i 
culture, W. H. Jenkins, a writer in 
Country Gentleman, has found muloh • 
ing the plants necessary to the best suc¬ 
cess, A strawberry bed that is' well 
mnlohed is usually much more profit¬ 
able. The plants do not heave out be¬ 
cause of the ground freezing and thaw- J 
ing during the winter. Tke'mnlch helps 
to keep the weeds from growing, keeps 
the ground from baking, retains mois¬ 
ture in a time of drought, and it may 
make the difference between success and 
failure. Mr. Jenkins says: 

For mulching the strawberry I have 
sometimes used stable manure, but it 
contains so many weed seeds that I 
shall not nse it this fall unless it comes 
from my stable. The horse manure 
whioh .1 haae obtained at the livery 
stables and hotels has seeded the beds 
with grass and sorrel. I have always 
noticed that wherever I have nsed this 
manure for mulching in the summer 
between rows of plants the grass always 
grew up thickly in a short time. It re ; 
quires constant cultivation and weeding 
to keep the strawberry beds clean that 
are mulched with such manure, and 
greatly increases the cost of growing the 
berries.. 

One plan that I have sometimes prac¬ 
ticed is to gather large quantities of 
forest leaves. In my village the streets 
are lined with maple trees, and when 
the leaves fall the people are glad to 
have them raked from their lawns and 
taken away. Last fall my man spent 
several days drawing leaves. By using 
a hayrack and a lot of large bran sacks 
we oonld draw large loads. We* also 
sometimes go to the woods .two miles 
away and draw leaves. We stored a 
large quantity in the barn and used 
them for bedding the horse, cow and 
pig, also for littering the floor of the 
hennery, and the manure and leaves 
were drawn out during the winter and 
applied as a mulch to the strawberry 
bed and other small fruits. 

Where we nsed the manure from our 
own animals that were bedded with 
leaves there were much fewer weeds 
than where we spread the manure that 
was purchased. The difficulty in apply¬ 
ing the leaves directly to the strawberry 
bed is that the wind will blow them off 
the plants. This can usually be avoided 
by putting the leaves in large piles on j 
the beds, covering them with boards 
to keep them in place, then just before 
the beginning of the first snowstorm 
distributing the leaves over the plants 
and lettiDg the snow fall on them. 

If one has a little straw to use with 
the leaves, he can spread the leaves any 
time and scatter a-thin layer of straw 
over them, which will help prevent the 
leaves blowing away. Twigs broken 
from trees may be nsed to hold the 
leaves in place, but it is too much work 
to get them for large beds. 

The best and cheapest material for 
mulching generally depends on what is 
the most easily obtained, that is free 
from weed seeds and protects the plants 
well. If one has or can get cheap straw 
or salt hay, it will probably be the most 
economical to nse. I have sometimes I 
nsed buckwheat straw, which I bought ' 
of the farmers for $2 or $3 per ton. 
There were bnt few weeds in it, and it 
was the cheapest mulching material for 
me at that price. 

Blue Joint Grass. 

F. Lamson Scribner recommends blue 
joint grass to more extended culture for 
hay in the northern portion of the Unit¬ 
ed States. It is a grass common in the 
northern and northwestern states, ex¬ 
tending clear across the continent, usu¬ 
ally growing in moist meadows. The 
leafy stems are three to five feet high 
and the open brown or purplish panicles 
have some resemblance to those of red- 
top. Occasionally it is found occupying 
considerable areas to the exclusion of 
other grasses, and under Each conditions 
it yields a large amount of excellent 
hay, highly prized by farmers and eaten 
with avidity by all farm stock. This 
grass grows naturally on low, moist 
meadows and has succeeded well under 
cultivation. 

An Insect Destroyer. 

Any one who reads Mr. v Clarence M. 
Weed’s report (New Hampshire station) 
on “The Winter Food of the Chicka¬ 
dee, ” will probably conclude that this 
bird is one of the best of the farmer’s 
friends, working throughout the winter 
to subdue the insect enemies of the 
farm, orchard and garden. For the effi¬ 
cient service thus rendered the bird asks 
no pay, although it may be induced to 
remain more of the time upon the farm 
premises, if bones or suet is hung in 
trees where the birds may get it during 
winter. Among articles in the chicka¬ 
dee’s dietary are eggs of plant lice, eggs 
1 of the tent caterpillar, eggs of fall can- 
kerworm, the larvae of the codling 
moth, spiders and night flying moths. 

A Millionaire Farmer. 

As an instance that “farming does 
pay,” exchanges have been citing the 
ease oE David Rankin, a millionaire 
farmer of Atchison county, Mo., who, 
it is told, amassed an immense fortune 
in agriculture and stock raising before 
embarking in other ventures as a means 
of varying his investments. He now 
owns 21,700 acres divided into 14 ranch¬ 
es. This year Mr. Rankin had 12,000 
acres of corn, 1,000 in oats, 320 in 
wheat, and the rest in pasture. He an¬ 
nually feeds about 10,000 head of cattle. 
His shipment this year will be 11,250 
head, or 625 carloads. His only capital 
when he started out at 21 years of age 
to make his fortune was a colt—the gift 
of his father. 

Buried In the Well Where Ho Died. 

Speaking of strange and sad occur¬ 
rences, none could be more remarkable 
than the death and burial of Charles 
Carter, a well known farmer residing 
near Russell. Ho was cleaning out an 
old well when the quicksand suddenly 
caved in on him, leaving only his head 
and chest exposed. When the alarm 
was given, hundreds of people assem¬ 
bled and went heroically to work to 
five their neighbor. It was found that 
nothing could be done toward removing 
the sand about Carter’s body, so a par¬ 
allel well was dug and a tunnel run 
from it into the old well, hut even then 
the body could not be removed so close¬ 
ly was it grasped by the sands. It was 
found that a rope attached jelow Car¬ 
ter’s arms would puli; the body into 
parts without withdrawing its covered 
portion, and that method had to be 
abandoned. Carter was conscious add 
talked with his rescuers, hut at the end 
of 58 hours he died. By this tim e an 
enormous crowd had gathered, and all 
sorts of plans were suggested for recov- I 
ering the body, but finally it was de¬ 
termined to make the well the dead 
’man’s tomb, and it was filled up after 
religious services had been held upon 
its brink, The well was 48 feet deep, 
and perhaps no other Kansan over found 
quite so strange a burial place.-^Kan¬ 
sas City .Journal. • : / .
